I am enclosing with this letter the 1/24 real of James II. 

As this is just a side issue with me, I see no reason why I should not 
trade with you. If, after examining it, you wish to include it in your 
collection just send me another one in comparable condition. A bonus is 
not necessary. 

My collection is predominately the coinage of Spain from 
*00 B.S to date. I do collect cut & counteretamped coinage of the West 
Indies but only when the coin that was cut or count er stamped was a 
Spanish or Spanish Colonial coin originally. I also have a few American 
coins that I have been able to put a Spanish slant onto. For example I 
have the Isabella quarter and the 2 Colombian ^ dollars and the Puech-Bein 
ri8rd times token of Dew Orleans. By stretching my imagination I am also 
able to include the Old Spanish Trail £ dollar. This Plantation piece I 
wanted on account of the denomination. 

To carry matters a little farther I have a few pieces of Contin- 
ental Currency and a few of the Colonial Bills. However, I don't want them 
unless they are "payable in Spanish Milled Dollars". I have f Conteninfeatal 
Curr ency ana one bill each of, New fork, Georgia, New Hampshire, Connecticut , 
iias sachu sett s oay, Rhode Island Virginia and Maryland all"payable in Spanish 
Milled Dollars" . 

Many thanks for the kind words about my Library. Frankly I'm 
proud 0 - it. I only included bound books which is why you see so few of the 
AMS public tions. I have had a few of them bound, which I included, but most 
of them are in the original covers. Neither did I list histories n&r 
dictionaries even though bound .Fortunately I can read 5 different languages 
so I am in a position where I can pick up almost anything pertaining to 
Spanish coins. I hsve even had a book plate made using a coin from my 
collection as the principal motif. I am enclosing a copy with my compliments.
